lo get opposums established in Ari- 
zona. 


Maybe he just got a lltllc home- 


sick for 'possums. Anyhow, each 
year on his vacation, he goes back 
to his old horn ein Hope, Ark., and 
traps a few 'possums to bring to 
Arizona. 


He estimates about 40 of his 


'possums • are at large in Arizona 
most of them between Tucson and 
Nogales, but the six he recently 
brought wil Ibc released in the 
vicinity of Horseshoe Dam. 
' At first the Arizona Game and 
Fish Commission frowned on Ihe 
importation of 'possums, but after 
studying the mallei' became enlhu- 
siasiic and White carries the prop- 
er permit. 


He tries to release 'possums in 


various parts of the state and has 
been at it since 1927. They have 
been turned loosg at such widely 
separated spots as Tucson, Alpine, 
and Sunflower.
